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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

IN THE CLAIMS : 

In claim 1, line 4, the phrase -and a closed bottom,- was inserted after 
"container" (first occurrence). 

In claim 1, line 14, the term "wall" was deleted. 
In claim 1, line 17, the term "wall" was deleted. 

The above changes to the claims were made to insure the claim terminology is 
consistent throughout the claim and to better define the container so as to further 
distinguish from the teaching of Klose (DD 200985 A).

-METHOD FOR EMBOSSING CONTAINER WALLS- 
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Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 in particular, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a method for marking containers having all of the steps as recited, in 
combination with and particularly including, providing an at least partly assembled 
container having container walls at plural sides of the container and a closed bottom 
and an opening and including at least one external panel of sheet metal, providing a 
clamping fixture with a die set comprising complementary protrusions and depressions 
on opposite members, and reaching the clamping fixture across the edge and into the 
opening so as to plate the die members on opposite sides of the wall panel. 

Note that the closest prior art to the claims as amended is Klose (DD 200985 A), 
a full English translation of which is attached to this Office Action. Klose is directed to a 
marking apparatus for marking steel pipes and pipeline elements. However, a 
cylindrical pipe element is not a container having container walls at plural sides and a 
closed bottom as now recited in claim 1. Furthermore, Klose does not teach or suggest 
the die set having complementary protrusions and depressions on opposite members of 
the die set as recited. Therefore, it is the Examiner's position that Klose does not teach 
or fairly suggest a method for marking containers including all of the method steps as 
recited.
